JOHN    BROWN    TINSLEY 

First  President  of  Mitchell  College 

To  Mr.  John  Brown  Tinsley  who  served  as  first 
President  of  Mitchell  College,  then  Concord  Presby- 
terian College,  this  volume  is  dedicated.  Professor 
Tinsley  was  born  in  1804  in  Powhatan  county,  Vir- 
ginia. He  made  teaching  his  profession,  and  for 
fifteen  years  was  principal  of  a  widely  known  board- 
ing school  for  girls  in  his  native  county;  from  1845 
to  1849  he  was  headmaster  of  a  school  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  and  from  1849  to  1856  he  taught  in  Farm- 
ville  Academy,  Farmville,  Virginia.  He  was  called 
to  be  the  first  president  of  this  institution,  serving 
for  two  years,  1856  to  1858.  He  then  headed  Augusta 
Female  Seminar,  now  Mary  Baldwin  College,  serv- 
ing until  the  school  was  closed  temporarily  during 
the  civil  war.  The  state  of  Virginia  honored  him 
by  electing  him  as  state  treasurer;  he  served  in  this 
capacity  until  his  death  in  1872.  In  recognition  of 
his  service  as  first  president,  teacher  and  public  lead- 
er, THE  CIRCLE  does  itself  honor  in  dedicating 
this  volume  to  his  memory.

Mitchell  College  with  its  stately 
columus  and  its  historic  atmosphere 
has  been  a  part  of  my  heritage  as  a 
citizen  of  Statesville.  As  a  child  it 
was  to  me  a  symbol  of  culture  and  of 
high  intellectual  and  spiritual  ideals. 

Much  to  my  joy,  when  I  entered 
Mitchell  as  a  student  I  was  not  dis- 
illusioned. 1  soon  realized  that  one 
of  the  contributing  influences  in  the 
building  up  and  in  the  preserving  of 
the  high  scholastic  and  religious 
standards  was  the  co-operative  and 
earnest  efforts  of  the  students  iu  their 
.self  governing  body  —  the  Student 
Government  Association. 

Student  Government  was  establish- 
ed for  the  purpose  of  promoting  hon- 


or and  good  conduct.  Every  student 
is  a  member  and  is  pledged  to  sustain 
its  principles  and  rulings  as  long  as 
he  or  she  is  connected  with  the  insti- 
tution. The  president,  and  the  other 
officers  are  elected  by  the  entire  stu- 
dent body,  in  who:e  hands  the  gener- 
al legislative  powers  rest.  The  ex- 
ecutive powers  are  vested  in  the  stu- 
dent council,  which  consists  of  two 
groups,  the  resident  student  council 
and  a  day  student  council.  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  Junior  and  Senior 
classes,  the  academy,  and  the  com- 
mercial and  special  group  make  up 
the .  council  and  are  elected  by  the 
body  which  they  represent.  A  facul- 
ty advisory  committee  acts  in  co-op- 
eraticn  witli  the  student   council. 
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The  council  has  been  a  thoroughly 
congenial  and  a  singularly  sincere 
and  hard-working  group  throughout 
this  year,  and  the  students  have  given 
splendid  co-operation.  In  every  in- 
stance the  welfare  of  both  the  college 
and  the  students  was  considered.  The 
members  of  the  faculty  have  also  been 
a  great  help. 

In  hopes  of  being  of  some  help  to 
future  students  we  have  introduced 
and    carried    this   year    an    ammend- 


ment  to  the  constitution.  We  have 
adopted  the  Australian  ballot  in  our 
student  Government  elections,  believ- 
ing that  this  method  will  make  elec- 
tions fairer,  will  create  more  interest 
in  school  activities,  and  will  give  the 
students  more  voice  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Student  Government  as  well  as 
affording  good  training  for  the  fu- 
ture voters  in  state  and  national  elec- 
tions. Even  this  year  we  have  seen 
the  favorable  results  of  this  step.

the     Founding    of 


On  this,  the  eightieth  anniversary 
of  the  Founding  of  Mitchell  College, 
we,  the  staff  of  the  1936  Circle,  deem 
it  an  unmerited  privilege  and  honor 
to  express  an  appreciation  of  the  no- 
ble service  rendered  by  those  pioneer 
educators  who  made  this  college  an 
inspiration  to  her  students  and  who 
set  high  ideals  for  the  citizens  of 
Statesville. 

In  1852  Concord  Presbytery  began 
formulating  plans  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  college  for  women.  A  char- 
ter was  granted  July  9,  1853,  under 
the  name  of  the  Concord  Presbyterian 
Female  College.  The  following  year 
the  beautiful  Doric  building,  now 
standing  in  the  central  part  of  States- 
ville, was  begun.  When  nearing  com- 
pletion it  was  destroyed  by  a  storm, 
June  9,  1855.  The  work  of  restora- 
tion was  immediately  undertaken,  and 
the  building  was  ready  for  the  open- 
ing of  the  College,  September  15,1856. 
During  the  time  of  the  restoration  of 
the  building  a  preparatory  school  was 
opened  in  January,  1856,  in  tempor- 
ary quarters.  Professor  John  B.  Tin- 
sley,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  was  elect- 
ed as  the  first  president  and  served 
two  years.  After  the  retirement  of 
President  Tinsley  the  college  came 
under  the  successive  administration 
of  Professor  E.  W.  Faucette,  Rev.  C. 
S.  Millen,  Rev.  J.  M.  M.  Caldwell, 
Rev.  E.  F.  Rockwell,  Rev.  R.  B.  An- 
derson, and  Rev.  Taylor  Martin. 

In  1873,  because  of  financial  condi- 
tions, the  College  was  sold  to  Mr.  R. 
F.  Simonton,  of  Statesville,  and  for 
the  next  twenty-three  years  was  call- 
ed Simonton  Female   College.     From 


1875  to  1883  Mrs.  E;M.  Grant  was. the 
president.  She  was  assisted  by  her 
sister,  Miss  Margaret  Mitchell.  Up- 
on the  death  of  Mrs.  Grant,  Mrs.  Fan- 
nie Everett  Walton  served  as  presi- 
dent for  eleven  years.  After  her  re- 
tirement the  property  would  have  been 
lost  to  the  Presbtyerian  Church,  but 
for  the  noble  and  timely  aid  of  Rev. 
J.  B.  Shearer,  D.  D.  He  purchased 
the  property  in  1896,  repaired  the 
building,  and  secured  Captain  J.  B. 
Burwell  to  conduct  the  institution, 
which  took  the  name  at  this  time  of 
Statesville  Female  College. 

In  1900,  Dr.  Shearer  deeded  the 
property  to  Concord  Presbytery,  and 
for  several  years  it  was  under  the 
joint  control  of  Concord  and  Meck- 
lenburg Presbyteries.  In  1907  through 
the  generosity  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Hall 
and  other  friends,  a  large  addition 
was  made  to  the  original  building  and, 
in  honor  of  Dr.  J.  B.  Shearer,  was 
named  Shearer  Music  Hall.  Dr.  John 
A.  Scott 's  successful  administration 
dates  from  1900  to  1916.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Mi-.  J.  M.  Moore,  who 
served  seven  ye&rs.  During  Mr. 
Moore's  administration  the  name  of 
the  institution  was  changed  to  Mitch- 
ell College  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Eliza 
Mitchell  Grant  and  her  sister,  Miss 
Margaret  Mitchell,  daughters  of  Dr. 
Elisha  Mitchell.  Dr.  Moore's  succes- 
sor was  Rev.  W.  F.  Hollingsworth. 
He  was  followed  in  1921  by  Rev.  G. 
II.  Ell  more,  and  during  his  term  of 
five  years  the  College  became  a  stand- 
ard junior  college.  Mrs.  W.  B.  Ram- 
say, former  president  of  the  Woman's 
Synodical  Auxiliary  of  North  Caro- 
lina, was  elected  president  in  April, 
1929,  and  under  her  management  the 
College  has  had  seven  years  of  pro- 
gress".
